Thi s Menorandum of Understanding is nmade and entered into by and anobng
the Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service (ASCS); Rura
Devel opnent; the Soil Conservation Service (SCS); and the Federal Crop
I nsurance Corporation (FCl C

WHEREAS, each of the parties to this Menorandum of Understandi ng has
| ocal offices providing services to rural residents and farners (such offices
herei nafter to be designated "county offices"), |ocated throughout the United
States which typically experience workl oads with peaks and vall eys; and

WHEREAS, during such periods of fluctuations in workloads, interchanges
of personnel assistance woul d achieve the nost efficient use of such personne
and naxim ze the provision of agency services to rural residents and farners
with no significant additional costs; and

WHEREAS, col ocation of these county offices under a service centers
concept has as its basis the better use of people to i nprove USDA servi ces;
and

WHEREAS, Section 603(c) of the Rural Devel opnent Act of 1972 (7 U S.C
2204a(l)(B) authorizes the Secretary to provide for the interchange of
personnel assistance in county offices to the extent necessary or desirable to
achi eve the nost efficient use of such personnel toward the enhancenent of
rural devel opnent;

NOW THEREFORE, the parties hereby mutually agree as foll ows:
A.  Each Agency shall:
1. Staff only those permanent full-time and pernmanent part-tine
enpl oyees which are necessary to carrying out its own normal workl oad,
i ncl udi ng rei nbursabl e work for other Agencies.

2. Hre additional part-tine help only if another Agency is unable
to provide the assistance required.
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3. Interchange personnel assistance at the |ocal |evel, when
avail able, as required by the parties hereto to the extent necessary to
provi de the nost effective assistance in the devel opnent of rural areas.

B. It is nutually understood and agreed that:

1. The State Admi nistrative Conmittee representatives of the parties
to this menorandum shall nutually devel op guidelines to be foll owed by the
respective | ocal agency organi zation to effect such interchanges in order to
achieve the desired efficient use of such enpl oyees and maxim zation of rura
program servi ces.

2. Participating agencies will keep necessary records on interchange
of personnel assistance as required by their prograns.

3. Reinbursenent of salary and personnel benefits for the
i nterchange of county office personnel assistance on a continuing basis wll
be made by the receiving agency to the enpl oyi ng agency; however, no
rei mbursement will be made of sal ary and personnel benefit for the interchange
of county office personnel assistance on an intermttent basis.

4. Any non-personnel costs incurred by the receiving agency such as
travel, supplies, equipnent, etc., relating to the use of the services of an
i nt erchanged enpl oyee will be borne by the receiving agency.

5.  This Menmorandum of Understandi ng shall becone effective on date
of final signature of all the parties hereto and shall continue indefinitely.
It nmay be anended by agreenent of the parties in witing and may be terni nated
by any party on thirty days witten notice to the other parties.
